ARBITRATION 


Board Under Federal Act Would 
Not Understand Situation, 
Garretson Says. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—Ballots for the 
vote to be taken by the four unions of 
railway employes on the question of au- 
thoriizng their officials to call a strike 
probably will be sent out from the head- 
quarters of the union officials here by 
tomorrow night. The question as for- 
mutated today reads: 

“Are you prepared to withdraw from 
the service of your railroad in the ab- 
Bence of terms agreeable to committee 
and representatives?’ 

Immediately upon termination yester- 
day of the conference of the railway 
managers and the union men resulting 
from their failure to agree, the union 
officials began to draw up a statement 
of the situation, which will be sent to the 
Tailway employes together with the bal- 
lot. As the ballots will go not only to 
members of the brotherhoods, but also to 
other railway men, it was estimated to- 
day that 450,000 of them would be sent 
out. 

If the men favor a strike, the union 
representatives would seek another con- 
ference With the railway managers be- 
fore resorting to a strike.

TILT WITH LAWYER 
IN MARLOWE CASE 


Says He’s “‘‘No Man” Because 
He Asks Her Sister About 
Drinks. 


GIVES HER DEPOSITION 


Tells of Occurrences Before 
$1000 Disappeared, Leading 
to Arrest of “Baby.” 


Mrs. Pearl Elizabeth Hyman Nolker 
of the St. Regis Apartments, 4954 Lin- 
dell boulevard, recently sued for divorce 
by Robert «. Nolker, wealthy president 
of the Aero Club of St. Louis, this morn- 
ingg gave her deposition in the $150,000 
suit brought against the Nolkers by Al- 
bertine (Baby) Marlowe of New York, 
alleging false arrest. 

Mrs. Nolker, accompanied by her at- 
torney, Charles M. Hay, walked smil- 
ingly into the office of Vital Garesche, 
in the Boatmen's Bank Building, clad in 
a white walking skirt, a white and gold 
sweater coat :.nd a white and gold hat 
of the sailor type. She said she was 
sorry she was late. 

“Why are you late?” 
ster, the referee, asked. 

“O—I—I came on a street car, and 
that takes time, you know,’’ she an- 
swered with a smile as she settled her- 
self into the witness chair.

The physician had a suite with 
Iimmet Burke, a grand opera singer, 
and Mrs. Teasdale and her escort left 
shortly afterward to keep a dinner 
ergagement. Attorney James A. Tur- 
ley of New York City, representing 
the Marlowes, then asked her if she 
had anything intoxicating to drink. 

Mrs. Teasdale, who had grown nerv- 
ous under the examination, half-rose 
in her chair, clasped her hands, ané 
began to sob. 

“No—no—O,— I’m sensitive, I didn't 
drink,” she cried. 

“So is Miss Marlowe—sensitive,” 
marked Turley. 

Grasp- 
ing the gold mesh-bag with one hand, 
she pointed an accusing fore-finger 
at Turley across the table, and de- 
nounced him for his method of ques 
tioning her sister.

CROWDS ARE ABSENT FROM 
LAST CONVENTION SESSION 


[Senator Reed Speaks During Wait for Platform 
--Mexican Plank Heartily Applauded— 
, Suffrage Demonstration. 


(By Telegradh.. to the - Post-Dispatch 
Office.) 
COLISEUM, June 16. 

The final session of the Democratic 
National Convention, scheduled to be- 
gin at 11 o’clock this morning to hear 
the report of the Platform Committee 
and then to adjourn sine die, began at 
11:26 o'clock when Permanent Chairman 
Ollie James rapped for order. 

At 11 o’clock there weré not more than 
2% delegates in the Coliseum and the 
seats were filling slowly. The first gal- 
lery rows were filled, but there were no 
crowds around the doors. Even during 
the afternoon the galleries held only a 
sprinkling of delegates. 

It was a striking contrast to the great 
crowd which had packed the big hall up 
to midnight to witness the renomination 
by acclamation of President Woodrow 
Wilson and Vice President Thomas R. 
Marshall. 

There was an unprecedented incident 
in the convention this morning when 
the audience applauded the prayer of- 
fered by Rabbi Leon Harrison of Temple 
Israel. 

Dr. Harrison's prayer was a fervent 
appeal to the divinity to uphold the 
hand of the : resident of the United 
States, who had kept our country out of 
war and had yet Served the neéds of his 
country. At its conclusion the delegates 
cheered the invocation. Old-time attend- 
ants at Democratic gatherings declared 
this was the first time this had ever 
happened at a Democratic national con- 
vention. 

Pintform Was Not Read. 

At 11:39 a. m. Chairman James called 
for the platform from the Resolutions 
Committee, but it was not yet ready. 

Chairman James had been informed 
before the convention met that the 
rlatform was practically ready, and 
the only disagreement’ was on the 
suffrage plank. Gov. Ferguson of 
Texas prepared a minority report. 
recommending that the suffrage ques- 
tion be referred entirely to the States 
for settlement. 

Chairman James after the invocation, 
announced that the platform would be 
ready within a few minutes, and while 
the convention was waiting Senator 
Reed of Missouri was invited to address 
the convention. A motion to that ef- 
fect being made by a Michigan Con- 
gressman. 

Senator Reed said that he wished to 
direct attention to the fact that the 
Republicans at Chicago did not dare 
nominate any man for President who 
had spoken in defense of the Republican 
party during the last six years. The 
Republicans, he said, had sought as 
its candidate a man who had not been 
responsible for any of its policies, white 
the Democrats had taken an opposite 
course, and nominated as ite candidate 
the man who had directed its policies. 

Senator Reed made a vigorous attack 
upon the Republicans for drafting Jus- 
tice Hurhes as their presidentia! can- 
didate. declaring their act to be a vio- 
lation of the traditions of the Bupreme 
Court. 

He read a statement issued by Justice 
Hughes in 1912, in whieh he then de- 
clared that no Justice of the Supreme 
Court should be avaliable for politica! 
office, and that no extraordinary con- 
dition might arise which would justify a 
Justice of the Supreme Court in enter- 
Ing upor a political career. 

As Senator Reed finished speaking. at 
12:25 p. m., Senator Stone of Missouri, 


chairman of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, appeared on the platform. At 
the same moment William J. Bryan 
took his seat In the press stand, and 
there were noisy demonstrations in his 
behalf and demands for another speech 
from the Commoner. The clamor was 
s9 vociferous that Bryan withdrew from 
the hall. 


Platform Report Submitted, 
At 12:27 p. m. Chairman James intro- 


duced Senator Stone to read the report 
of the committee. He asked that the 
convention be in perfect order, so that 
close attention might be paid to the im- 
portant declaration of principles of the 
Democratic party. 

Senator Stone said that he was not 
going to read the platform himself, 
as he had had no sleep during the 
last 30 hours while he and the mem- 
bers of the committee were engaged 
in the arduous work of preparing the 
party platform. He said that two of 
his colleagues in the Senate, younger 
than he, had. volunteered to relieve 
him of the task of reading the plat- 
form. These colleagues were Sena- 
tors Walsh of Montana and Hollis of 
New Hampshire. Senator Walsh began 
reading the first section of the plet- 
form at 12:36 p. m. 

The first applause given the platform 
was for the indorsefent of the ad- 
ministration. The delegates gave close 
attention. Before Senator Walsh had 
firished the preamble spectators in the 
galleries began to leave and the noise 
made it difficult for delegates to hear. 

Indorsement of the Underwood tariff 
act was given general applause. The 
delegates seemed too wearied to inter- 
rupt with lengthy applause. 

The much-discussed plank on Ameri- 
canism, drawn by President Wilson him- 
self, was next read. It was interrupted 
by hand clapping. Its denunciation of 
conspirators for the advancement of for- 
eign influence in this country was 
roundly applauded. The plank was in- 
tently followed’ Its criticism of dis- 
loyaity by some Americans was loudly 
applauded. Excoriation of a political 
party that should receive such support 
received similar applause. 

Declarations for military preparedness 
were also uniformly applauded. Close 
attention was given to the plank relat- 
ing to foreign policies. There was occa- 
sional scattering applause and cheers. 

Mexican Plank Applauded. 

The Latin-American policy plank got 
some applause, but more greeted the 
Mexican plank, and frequently inter- 
rupted its reading, especially the re- 
affirmation of the Monroe Doctrine. 

The assertion that American troops 
should be kept in Mexico unt!l danger 
of raids subsided was loudly applauded. 
The assertion that intervention is a 
“last recourse’ received applause and 
generous approval was given to the in- 
dorsement of the President's attempt 
to prevent intervention. 

After concluding the Mexican plank. 
Senator Walsh was ‘spelled,’ as Sen- 
ator Stone characterized it. in the read- 
ing of the platform by , Senator Hollis. 

The reading of the plansk went on ‘to 
the accompaniment of scatteerd ap- 
plause, but when the plank declaring 
for an eight-hour day for Federal em- 
ployes, civil service, pension, child labor 
and the general welfare planks were 
read, there were joud yells of ‘‘Hooray.”’ 

When the woman suffrage plank was 
reached the galleries started a demon- 
stration. Frolonged cheers, applause.

President Wilson’s Americanism plank, which condemns ‘‘¢on- 
spiracies among a limited number’’ for the purpose of embarrass- 
ing and weakening the American Government in its foreign re- 
lations, and which also condemns any political party which sur- 
renders its integrity or modifies its policy to gain support of such - 
conspirators, is the most notable feature of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee’s draft of the Democratic platform, submitted this morning 
to the convention, in its final session at the Coliseum. 


The Republican platforn., adopted in 
Chicago last week, does not contain 
any plank corresponding to the Demo- 
cratic plank on Americanism. It prom- 
ises to protect American citizens, on 
land and sea, in all the rights given 
them by treaties and international law, 
but it says nothing about any internal 
disloyalty. 

Moose Have Americanism Pliank. 

The Progressive platform has an 
American plank, in much more genera! 
terms than the Democratic. It calls for 
“unwavering patriotism and unfalter- 
ing fidelity to America,” and says that 
‘if in this melting pot of a hundred na- 
tions, the children of any fail to find 
our common destiny worthy of com- 
mon devotion and defense, we shall sus- 
tain irreparable loss of national char- 
acter.”’ 

The planks in the platform on Amert- 
canism, woman suffrage and the tariff 
were expected to arouse the most com- 
ment in the convention. The Demo- 
cratic suffrage plank recunimends ‘the 
extension of the franchise to the women 
of the country, by the states, on the 
same terms as men.” This does not 
differ essentially from the Republican 
suffrage plank, which said that the Re. 
publican party ‘favors the extension 
of the suffrage to women, but recog- 
nizes the right of each state to settic 
this question for itself.”’ 

However, the Democratic plank is 
smoother, and is likely to sound better 
to women voters in the 12 suffrage 
states. The Progressive platform ex- 
presses a ‘‘desire’’ that women shall 
have the ballot, without specifying 
whether the states or the Federal Gov- 
ernment shall give it to them. 

Piatform ina Twe Parts, 

The Democratic tariff plank is in 
two parts. The first part, in the pre- 
amble, is a declaration that the Under- 
wood tariff is “adequate for revenue 
under peace conditions, and fair to the 
consumer and to the producer."” The 
second part, dealing with the party's 
future’ tariff policy, reaffirms the 
party’s belief tn “a tariff for the pur- 
pose of providing sifficient revenue for 
the operation of the Government eco- 
nomically administered.” The plank 
then save that tariff rates are neces- 
sarily subject to change to meet chang- 
ing conditions. and that a nonpartisan 
Tariff Commission should ascertain the 
facts on which future changes should 
be based. ‘ 

The Republican tariff plink denounces 
the Underwood tariff as “a complete 
failure in every reapect, and says it has 
not reduced the cost of living, and that, 
but for special conditions created by the 
war, it would long since have paralyzed 
American industry. The Republican 
Piank favors the creation of a Tariff 
Commission, to compile tariff informa- 
tion for the use of Congresa.

cratic platform praises the “stubborn 
resistance” of President Wilson to 
those who desired “intervention, im- 
plying, as it does, military subjuga- 
tion.”

further conduct. of national affairs. 
Record of: Achievement. 

We indorse the administration of 
Woodrow Wilson. It speaks for 
itself. It is the best exposition of 
sound Democratic folicy at home 
and abroad. 

We challenge comparison on our 
record, our keeping of pledges and 
our constructive legislation, with 
those of any party of any ‘time. 

We found our country hampered 
by special privileges, a vicious tariff, 
obsolete banking laws and an in- 
elastic currency. Our foreign af- 
fairs were dominated by commercial 
interests for their selfish ends. The 
Republican party, despite repeated 
pledges, was impotent to correct 
abuses which it had fostered. Under 
our administration, under a leader- 
ship which has never faltered, these 
abuses have been corre¢ted and our 
people have béen ffeed theréfrom.

We have 
protected the rights of the laborer 
against the unwarranted issuance of 
writs of injunction, and have guar- 
anteed to him the right of trial by 
jury im cases of alleged contempt- 
committed outside the presence of 
the court. 

Parcel Post System. 

We have advanced the parcel post 
to genuine efficiency, enlarged the 
postal savings system, added 10,000 
rural delivery routes and extensions, 
thus reaching two and one-half mil- 
lions additional people: improved the 
service in every branch and, for the 
first time in our history, placed the 
postoffice system. on a self-support- 
ing basis, with actual surplus in 1913, 
1914 and 1915. 

Economic Freedom, 

The. reforms which were most ob- 
viously needed to clear away privi- 
lege, 
and release the energies of men of 
all ranks and advantages, have been 
effected by recent legislation. We 
must now remove, so far as possible, 
every remaining element of unrest 
and uncertainty in the path of the 
business men of America, and secure 
for them a continued period of quiet 
assured and confident prosperity. 

Tariff, 

We reaffirm our belief in the doc- 
trine of a tariff for the purpose of 
providing sufficient revenue for the 
operation of the Government econom- 
ically administered, and unreservedly 
indorse the Underwood tariff law as 
truly exemplifying that doctrine. 

We recognize that tariff rates are 
necessarily subject to change to 
meet certain changing conditions in 
the world’s production and trade.

Along with the proof of our char- 
acter as a nation must go the proof 
of our power to play the part that 
legitimately belongs to us. The peo- 
ple of the United States love peace. 
They respect the rights and covet the 
friendship of all other nations. They 
desire neither any additional terrt- 
tory nor any advantage which will 
not be peacefully gained by their 
skill, their industry or their enter- 
prise; but, they insist upon having 
absolute freedom of national life and 
policy, and feel that they owe it to 
themselves and, to the role of spirited 
independence, which it is their sole 
ambition to play, that they should 
render themselves secure against the 
hazard of interference from any quar- 
ter and should be able to protect 
their rights wpon the seas or In any 
part of the world. We, therefore, 
favor the maintenance of an army 
fully adequate to the requirements 
of order, of safety and of the protec- 
tion of the nation’s, rights, the fullest 
development .of modern methods of 
sea-coast defense and the main- 
tenance of an adequate reserve of 
citizens trained to arm and prepared 
to safeguard the people and the ter- 
ritory of the United States against 
any danger of hostile action which 
may unexpectedly arise, and a fixed 
policy for the continuous ‘ develop- 
ment of a navy worthy to support

United States and faly equal to the 
international tasks which the United 
States hopes and éxpects to take a 
part in performing. The plans and 
enactments of the present Congress 
afford substantial proof of our, pur- 
pose fh this exigent “matter. 
International Relations. 

The Democratic administration 
has throughout the present’ war 
scrupulously and successfully held 
to the. old paths of neutrality and 
of the peaceful pursuit of the legiti- 
mate objects of our national life 
which statesmen of all parties and 
creeds have -prescribed for them- 
selves in America since the beginning 
of our history But the circum- 
stances of the last two years have 
revealed necessities of international 
actién which no former generation 
can have foreseen. We hold. that it 
is the duty of the United States to 
use its power, not only to make it- 
self safe at home; but also to make 
secure its interests throughout the 
world, and, both for this end and 
in the interest of huntanity, to assist 
the world in securing settled peace 
and justice. We believe that every 
people has the right te ehoose the 
sovereignty under which it shall live; 
that the small states of the, world 
have aright to enjoy from ‘Other 
nations the same respect for their 
sovereignty and for «heir territorial 
integrity -that. great and. powerful 
nations expect and insist upon; and 
that the world has a right to be free 
from every disturbance of its peace 
that has its origin in aggression or 
disregards of: the rights of -peoples 
and nations; and we believe that the 
time has come when it is the duty 
of the United States to join with 
the other nations of the world in any 
feasible association t):t will effect- 
ively serve these principles, to main- 
tain. inviolate the complete security 
of the highway of the seas for the 
common and unhindered use of all 
nations. 

The present administration has ¢con- 
sistently sought to act upon and 
realize in its conduct of the foreign 
affairs of the nation the principle 


that should be the object of any as-. 


sociation of the nations formed to 
secure the peace of the world and the 
maintenance of national and indi- 
vidual rights. It has followed the 
highest American traditions. “ has 
preferred respect for the fundamiental 
rights of smaller states even to prop- 
erty interests and has secured the 
friendship of the people of these 
states for the United States by re- 
fusing .to make a more material in- 
terest an é€xeuse for the assertion of 
our superior power against the dig- 
nity of their sovereign independence.

Pan-American Concord. 

We recognize now, as we have al- 
ways recognized, a definite and com- 
mon interest between the United 
States with the other peoples and 
republics of the Western Hemisphere 
in all matters of national independ- 
ence and:free political development. 
We favor the establishment and 
maintenance of the closest relations 
of amity and mutual helpfulness be- 
tween the United States and other 
republics of the American Continent 
for the support of peace and promo- 
tion of a common prosperity. To 
that end we favor all measures which 
may be necessary to facilitate inti- 
mate intercourse and promboté com- 
merce between the United States and 
her neighbors to the south of us, and 
such international understandings as 
may be practicable and suitable to 
accomplish these ends. 

We commend the action of the 
Democratic administration in hold- 
ing the Pan-American financial con- 
ference at Washington tn May, 1915, 
and organizing the International 
High Commission which répresented 
the United States in the recent meet- 
ing of representatives of the Latin- 
American republics at Buénos Aires, 
April, 1916, which have s6 greatly 
promoted the friendly relations be- 
tween the people of the western 
hemisphere.

The Monroe doctrine is reasserted 
as a principle of Democratic fafth.

It implies as well the 
most scrupulous regard upon our 
part for the sovereignt¥ of each of 
them. The want of a stable, respon- 
sible Government in Mexico, capable 
or repressing and pufiilshing marau- 
ders and bandit bands, who have 
not only taken the lives and 
seized and destroyed the  prop- 
erty of American citizens in that 
country, but have insolently invaded 
our soil, made war upon and mur- 
dered our people thereon, has ren-

Merchant Marine. 

Immediate provision should be 
made for the development of tne car- 
rying trade of the United States. Our 
foreign commerce has in the past 
been subject to many unnecessary 
anil vexatious obstacles, in the. way 
of legislation of Republican Con- 
gresses. Until the recent Democratic 
tariff legislation, it was hampered 
by unreasonable burdens of taxation. 
Until the recent’ banking legislation, 
it had at its disposal few of the 
necesary instrumentalities of inter- 
national credit and exchange. Until 
the formulation of the pending act 
to promote the construction of a 
merchant marine, it lacked even the 
prospect of adequate carriage by 
sea. We heartily indorse the pur- 
poses and policy of the pending ship- 
ping bill, and. favor all such addi- 
tional measures of constructive or 
remedial legistation as may be neces- 
sary to restore our flag to the seas 
and to provide further facilities for 
our foréign commerce, particularly 
such laws as may be made to re- 
move unfair conditions of competi- 
tion. in the dealings of American 
merchants and producers with com- 
petitors in foreign markets. 


Conservation. 
For the safeguarding and quicken- 


ing of the life of our own people we 
favor the conservation and develop- 
ment of the natural resources of the 
country through a policy which shall 
be positive rather than negative— 
a policy which shall not withhold such 
resources from development but 
which, while permitting and encour- 
aging their-use, shall prevent both 
waste and monopoly in their ex- 
ploitation and we earnestly favor 
the passage of acts which will ac- 
complish these objects, and we re- 
affirm the declaration of the plat- 
form of 1912 on this subject. 

The policy. of. reclaiming our arid 
lands should be steadily adhered to. 


The Administration and the 
; Farmer, 
We favor the vigorous prosecution 


of investigations and plans to ren- 
der agriculture more profitable, the 
country life more healthful, com- 
fortable and attractive, and we be- 
lieve that this should be a dominant 
aim of the nation as well as of the 
states. With all its recent-improve- 
ment, farming still lags behind oth- 
er occupations in development as a 
business and thé advantages of an 
advancing civilization have not. ac- 
crued to rural communities in a fair 
proportion. Much has been accom- 
plished in this fleld under the pres- 
ent administration—far more than 
under any previous administration. 
In the Federal reserve act of the 
last Congress and the rural credits 
act of the present Congress, the ma- 
chinery has been created which will 
make .credit available to the farmer 
constantly and readily, and he has 
at last been put upon a footing of 
equality with the.merchant and the 
manufacturer in securing the capital 
necessary to carry on his enterprises. 
Grades and standards necessary to 
the intelligent and successful conduct 
of the business of agriculture have 
also been established or are in the 
course of being established by law. 
The long-needed cotton futures act. 
passed by the sixty-third Congress, 
has now been in successful operation 
for nearly two years. A grain. grades 
bill, long needed, and a permissive 
warehouse bill, intended to provide 
better storage facilities and to enable 
‘the farmer to obtain certificates 
upon which he may secure advances 
of money, have been passed by the 
Housé of Representatives, have been 
favorably reported to the Senate and 
will probably become law during the 
Present session of the Congress. 
Both houses Mave passed a good 
roads measure which will be of far- 
reaching benefit to all agricultural 
communities. 
Above all, the most extraordinary 
and significant progress has been 


made under the direction of the De- 


partment of Agriculture in extending 
and perfecting practical farm demon- 
stration work, which is so rapidly 
substituting scientific for empirical 
farming. But it is also necessary 
that rural activities should be bet- 
ter directed through co-operation 
and organization, that unfair meth- 
ods of competition should be elimi- 
nated, and the conditions requisite 
for the just, orderly and economical 
marketing of farm products created. 
We approve the Democratic admin- 
istration for having emphatically di- 
rected attention for the first time to 
the essential interests of agriculture 
involved <n farm marketing and 
finance, for creating the office of 
markets and rural organization in 
connection with the Department of 
Agriculture, and for extending the 
co-operative machinery necesary for 
conveying information to farmers by 
means of demonstrations. We fa- 
vored continued !iberal provision, not 
only for the benefit of production, 
but also for the study and solution 
of problems» of farm marketing and 
finance and for the extension of ex- 
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isting agencies for improving coun- 
try life. 
Geod Roads. 

The happiness, comfort and pros- 
perity- of rural life.and the develop- 
ment of the city, are alike conserved 
by the construction of publis high- 
ways. We, therefore, favor national 
aid in constriiétion of post-roads 
and roads for military purposes. 

Governmesat Employment, 

We hold that the life, health and 
strength of the men, women and 
children of the nation are its greatest 
asset, and that in the conservation 
of these the Federal Government, 
wherever it acts as the employer 
of labor, should, both on its own 
account and as an example, put into 
effect the following principles of just 
employ ment: 

1. A living wage for all employes. 

2 A working day not to exceed 
eight hours, with one day of rest in 
seven. 

3. The adoption of safety appliances 
and the establishment of thoroughly 
sanitary: conditions of labor. 

4. Adequate compensation for 
dustrial accidents. 

5. The standard 
child labor law” 
are employed. 

6. Such provisions for deceney, 
comfort and health in the employ- 
ment of women as should be accord- 
ed the mothers of the race. 

7. An equitable retirement § iaw, 
providing for the retirement of super- 
annuated and disabled employes of 
the civil service, to the end that a 
higher standard of efficiency may be 
maintained. 

We believe also that the adoption 
of similar prineiples should be urged 
and applied in tHe legislation of the 
states with regard to labor within 
their borders, and that through ev- 
ery possible agency the life and 
health of the people of the nation 
should be conserved. 

_ Coneerning Labor. 

We declare our faith in the séea- 
men’s act, passed by the Democratic 
Congtess, and we promise our earn- 
est continuance of its enforcement. 

We favor the speedy enactment of 
an effective Federal child labor law, 
and the regulation of the shipment 
of prison-made goods in interstate 
commerce. 

We favor the creation of a Federal 
buréau of safety in the Department 
of Labor, to gather facts concerning 
industrial hazards and to recom- 
mend legislation’ to prevent the 
maiming and killing of human be- 
ings. 

We favor the extension Of the pow- 
ers and functions of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Mines. 

We favor the development upon a 
systematic scale of the means al- 
ready begun under the present ad- 
ministration to assist laborers 
throughout the nation to seek and 
obtain employment, and the exten- 
sion by the Federal Government of 
the same assistance and encourage- 
ment as is now given to agricultural 
training. 

We heartily commend our newly 
established Department of Labor for 
its excellent record in settling indus- 
trial strikes by personal advice and 
through concilliating agents. 

Public Health. 

We favor a thorough reconsidera- 
tion of the means and methods by 
which the Federal Government 
handles questions of public health, 
to the end that human life may be 
conserved by the elimination  of- 
loathsome diseases, the improvement 
of sanitation and the diffusion of a 
knowledge of disease prevention. 

We favor an establishment by the 
Federal Government af tuberculosis 
sanitariums for needy tubercular pa- 
tients. 

We favor such an altération of the 
rules of procedure of the Senate of 
the United States as will permit’ the 
prompt transaction of the natfon’s 


legislative business. 
Economy and the Budget. 


We demand careful economy in 
all expenditures for the support of 
the Government, and~to that end 
favor a return by the House of Rep- 
resentatives to the former practice 
of initiating and preparing all ap- 
propriation bills through a single 
committee chosen from ita member- 
ship, in order that responsfbillty may 
be centered, expenditures standard- 
ized and made uniform, and waste 
and duplication in the public serv- 
ice as much as possible avoided. We 
favor this as a practical first step 
towards a budget system. 

We reaffirm our declarations for 
the rigid enforcement of the civil 
service laws. 

Philippine Yslands. 

We heartily tndorse the provisions 
of the bill, recently passed by the 
House of Representatives, further 
promoting self-government in the 
Philippine Islands as being in fulfill- 
ment of the policy declared by the 
Democratic partyin its last national 
platform, and we reiterate our th- 
dorsement of the purposé of ultimate 
independence for the Philippine Is- 
lands, expressed in the preamble of 
that measure. 

Woman Suffrage. 

We recommend the extension of 
franchise to the women of the coun- 
try by the states upon the same 
terms ase to men.

WASHINGTON, June 16. 
RESIDENT WILSON arose 
fo early today to read accounts 
in the morning papers of his 
renomination by the Democratic con- 
vention at St. Louis late last night. 
He had been awakened from sleep 
an hour after midnight by Secretary 
Tumulty and told over the telephone 
of the convention’s action in nam- 
ing him and Vice President Marshall 
by acclamation. 
“I am very grateful to iy gener- 
ous friends,”” was his only comment. 
The President retired only after 
he received over special White 
House ‘elegraph wires assurance 
that the Americanism plank denounc- 
ing political activity of persons of 
foreign birth would be adopted with- 
out change from his draft. He was 
Pleased today that the threatened 
movement to soften the terms of the 
plank had been decided against after 
he sent word last evening insistir - 
that the drastic declaration be al- 
lowed to stand. 


Bryan spoke for nearly an hour, 
pledging his undivided and loyal support 
to President Wilson in the coming cam- 
paign. He reviewed the achievements 
of the Wilson administration, shower- 
ing praise both upon the President and 
the Democratic Congress. 

Bryan declared that Woodrow Wilson 
as President, through the enactment by 
Congress of the Federal] Reserve Bank 
law, had freed the business of the coun- 
try from Wall street dictation, and had 
also broken the grip of Wall street upon 
the politics of the country. Never 
again, he said, would it be possible for 
100 Vall street millionaires to get to- 
gether in a room and contro] the re- 
sult of an election. 

Bryan referred to his own differences 
with President Wilson, saying that he 
had merely differed from the President 
as to methods, but he added, in a great 
outburst of oratory, “I thank God that 
we have a President who does not want 
this nation to go to war.” 

Oldtime Oratory Lacking. 

The reception accorded to Col. Bryan 
was most enthusiastic and spontaneous. 
But there was lacking In Bryan oratory 
something of its former great power, 
probably dte to the fact that he had 
resigned as Secretary of State during 
one of the great crises of the nation, 
and was no longer a part of the ad- 
ministration which had been so un- 
stintedly praised by every speaker sinc: 
the opening of the convention. 

Col. Bryan concluded his speech at 
10:08 p. m. Nine minutes later Senator

It was classic, but” the 
crowd was restiess, and knew that there 
could be but one result in the conven- 
tion, and regarded the nomination 
speech as superfluous oratory. Wescott 
characterized Wilson as the emancipator 
of the commercial slave, and said he 
had won the world’s admiration by re- 
fusing to plunge America into the Euro- 
pean War. 

Willsen Demonstration 45 Minutes. 
At the conclusion of the speech thee 
was a demonstration which continued 
45 minutes. A large picture of Presiden: 
Wilson was unfurled from the rafters 
behind the speakers’ stand. The Geor- 
gia delegates leaded the procession, 
which started immediately through tha 
passageways in the arena carrying a big 
banner, on which appearea “Georgia, 
Woodrow Wilson, Dixie's Gift to the 


Nation.” 
The demonstration ebbed and flowed. 
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The parade was held Wednesday and it was at its conclusion that 
Mr. Wilson made his address urging the adoption of a law to punish 
conspiracies among alien-born citizens to aid any foreign government 
in war in defiance of American neutrality. 


- 
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President Wilson, Mrs. Wilson and mem- 
bers of the official family in Washing- 
ton, heard the demonstration by tele- 
phone in the White House. 

The demonstration afforded the dele- 
gates an opportunity to turn loose their 
pent-up enthusiasm, and they shouted 
and yelled, and danced around the hall. 
Many of the state delegations, as well 
as delegates and alternates, removed the 
standards from the floor and pranced 
around the hall with them. Banners of 
many kinds were displayed. On _ the 
speakers’ stand, a dozen men and wom. 
en stood and waved flags and banners. 
Conspicuous among the flags used was 
the Lone Star flag of Texas, which has 


been brought out in every demonstra- | 
tion since the opening of the convention. 


The band played national and popular | 
airs. The audience joined in singing 
“My Old Kentucky Home,” and “Tip- 
perary,’”’ and several other familiar 
pieces. Chairman James made no effort 
to restrain the delegates until 11:33 p. 
m., when he pounded on the table and 
succeeded in restoring order. 


He ordered the roll call to Sane 
Arizona yielded to Ohio, 
Gov. Judson Harmon, who was-a can- 
didate for the presidential nomination 
against Wilson four years ago, took the 
platform and seconded the nomination. 


Harmon Vigorously Appiauded. 
Gov. Harmon stated that he came 
on behalf of every delegate from Ohio 
to second the nomination. Like all other 
speakers, be praised the peace policy 
of President Wilson. He said that all 
the warring nations have a united peo- 
ple benind them, and said that the 
President of the United States, when he 
speaks for ali the people, is the most 
powerful ruler on earth, but when the 
people are not behind him he can only 
whisper and make motions. The real 
issue in this campaign is patriotic and 
nonpartisan, he said, and that while it 
Was necessary, under our political sys- 
tem, te renominate Presidenf wWlisen 
as 2 Dempocrat, he will be re-elected as 
an American President, who, in the 
most grave and unforeseen crisis-of the 
nation’s history, had proved true to the 
nation’s trust. Gov. Harmon was vigor- 
ously applauded. 

Arkansas yielded to Virginia, and 
Gov. Stuart was introduced to speak for 
the state that loves to be called the 
‘Mother of Presidents.’ He spoke of 
the pride of Virginia in President Wiil- 
son, and said that she was proud to 
again contribute to the nation’s serv‘ce 
one of her illustrious sons. 

The midnight hour was fast approach- 
ing. There was time for no more sec- 
ording speeches. Nobody cared to hear 
any more. It was then that Senator 
Hughes moved a suspension of the rules, 
ard the nomination of President Wilson 
vas made by acclamation. Within five 
trinutes after Senator Hughes made his 
motion, the convention completed the

|work of nominating ita candidates for 


President and Vice President. 

Chairman James called for the report 
of the Committee on Resolutions. There 
was no response. He appointed Senators 
hughes, Taggart and Vardaman to com- 
municate with the committee and ascer- 
tain when it would be ready to report. 
‘lhe convention proceeded to pass neces- 
sary routine resolutions, such as em- 
powering the National Committee to fill 
vecancies, etc., while waiting to hear 
from the special committee. 

A resolution expressing the apprecia- 
tion of the convention for the courtesy, 
generosity and hospitality of the Mayor 
and the people of St. Louis was adopted, 
and also another naming Chairman 
James as chairman of the committee to 
nctify President Wilson of his renom- 
ireation and Temporary Chairman Glynn 
chairman of the committee to notify 
Vice President Marshall, 

When Senator Hughes reported that 
he had communicated with the chair- 
man of the Resolutions Committee, wh> 
said that the subcommittees had agreed 
upon the @latform, but that it had not 
been possible to get the entire commit- 
tee together, a motion was made to ad- 
journ until 11 a. m. Roger Sullivan of 
Illinois moved to amend the motion to 
fix the hour of reconvening at 9 a. m., 
but. his amendment was lost, and the 
original motion carried. 

The galleries were empty before the 
convention adjourned. The guests be- 
gan leaving as soon ax the presidential 
nomination was made. 


ACCUSED OF TRYING TO BURN 
HOUSE TO BREAK CAT’S SPELL 


Pennsylvanian Had Alleged That An- 
imal Caused Deaths in Family 
and Destruction of Barn. 
POTTSVILLE, Pa., June 16.—Willlam 
R. Thomas; who achieved wide noto- 
riety three yvears ago by his allegations 
that «<hs Yuarring <* his barn at his 
Tumbling Rum ‘“Sarm, and numerous 
deaths in his family, were due io the 
spell cast by a big black cat, is under 
arrest for setting fire to a double tene- 
ment building owned by him on North 
Third street. Thomas had secked the 

two houses in oil. 

Since the ‘persecutions’ by the cat, 
Thomas has lived in this cftyv, but he 
lately decided the cat was again pur- 
suing him and it is believed he intended 
to burn down the building in which he 
lived in the hope of thus destroving 
the cat. He had $1900 insurance on the 
building, but thie would not pay a mort- 
gage having the first claim. 

In the possession of Thomas was found 
@ revolver, in which was a silver bullet 
molded by Thomas himself. Thomas 
declared that lead bullets passed 
through the cat without harming it. 

Thomas’ niece, Miss Alda Thomas, who 
also deciares ©": has been bewitched 
by the cat, tried to shoot herself when 
arreaterd hw the nolica. 


When it became known that an order 
had gone forth that no one was to be 
admitted the excitement in the crowds 
bordered ‘on frenzy. 

On the Washington avenue side of the 
building there were two long lines of 
ticket holders at the entrances there 
and the wide street was filled with 
struggling humanity. The lobby leading 
to arena door also was filled. , 

When it was seen that the doors were 
swinging shut the crowd surged for- 
ward. Tickets holders and delegates 
held their tickets and badges high 
above their heads and charged on the 
door. The policemen, sergeants-at-arms 
and doorkeepers were unable to with- 
stand the rush and they sent up cries 
for aid. Many delegates who had been 
seated near. the door left their seats 
and helped hold the crowd back until 
the doors could be closea. 

Same at Other Entrances. 

At the three entrances on the Locust 
street side and at the press entrance 
in the alley on the west side of the 
building similar confusion and excite- 
ment prevailed. The crowd swayed back 
and forth while policemen on foot and 
on horseback tried in vain to keep 
order. Midway ‘between Washington 
avenue and Locust street, in a ground 
floor room of the Coliseum Building, 
was a temporary police station, with 
Chief Young and Capt. O’Brien in 
charge. An inner door led from this 
station into the convention hall. 

Ambulance Blocks Alley. 

On the east side of the alley, about 
30 feet from the entrance, is a gate 
opening into a narrow fenced passage- 
way leading to the Coliseum press door. 
To add to the congestion last night an 
emergency ambulance was stationed at 
the mouth of the alley taking up most 
of the space and making it necessary 
for those wishing to reach the gate to 
crowd between the ambulance and the 
Coliseum wall. 

Back of the ambulance 
mounted policemen who occasionally 
rode into the crowd which surged 
around the gate and forced it against 
the wall. For:a time the doorkeepers 
stationed at the gate refused to- open 
it for those who had _. proper creden- 
tials, as they feared the crowd behind 
would rush the gate and gain forcible 
entrance to the hall. 

Delegates in the struggling crowd out- 
side the hall became desperate as the 
minutes passed and there seemed no 
better prospect of getting in. Some of 
the New York and Kentucky delegates 
found a solution of the difficulty. They 
pushed their way to a telegraph sta- 
tion across the street from the Coliseum 
and sent telegrams to Chairman Oliie 
James in the convention hall. 

The effect was electrical. James 
rapped for order with his gavel so vig- 
orously that he compelled silence. Then 
in his most thunderous tones he cried: 

“T have been informed that delegates 
to this convention are being excluded 
from-this hall and that the doors of this 
convention have been locked against 
them.” 

Gives Three Commanda, 

Then, raising his hand aloft and shak- 
ing his finger menacingly, he shouted: 

“T command you police to go to those 
doors and see that every delegate en- 
titled to a seat in this convention is 
admitted.”’ 

“Tt have been informed,”’ said James, 
“that members of the National Commit- 
tee have been excluded at the doors. I 
command you police to go to those 
doors and see that they are admitted. 

“t have been informed that represen- 
tatives of the press have been denied 
access to this hall and the doors are 
barred against them. I command you 
police to go to those doors and see that 
the members of the press are admitted.’’ 

At the press entrance in the alley 
leading from Locust street those who 
sought admission were crowded into a 
narrow space. All through the conven- 
tion this entrance had been used by 
delegates as well as newspaper men. 
Last night everyone who had tried in 
vain to gain sJmission at other doors 
seemed bent on reaching the press en- 
trance. 

Word spread through the crowd that 
all those who could reach the police 
station would be admitted to the hall if 
they showed proper credentials. This 
caused a concerted raid on the narrow 
cuter door of the station. 


Mounted policemen rode into the crowd 
forcing it back. There were many 
women in the threng and some of them 
screamed when they saw the horses ap- 
proaching.

“There stands the astounding 
phenomenon of American prosper- 
ity. What is its explaration? The 
Euclid of financial theory worked to 
a demonstration, measures for the 
country’s relief. He promptly put 
into effect the legislative expression 
of a great program. He did not 
talk, he did things. He dynamited 
the monetary dams and let credit 
flow to the remotest corners of the 
land, its spray dashing even upon 
foreign shores. He released the na- 
tion’s resources and set the energies 
of all men free to exploit them. He 
destroyed commercial slavery. He 
struck off its shackles. The pros- 
perity of the nation is the product 
of statesmanship and financial 
genius. American credit is now 
limited only by its own honesty and 
capacity. The cause being undis- 
turbed, the effects must remain. 
The schoolmaster is statesman, the 
statesman is financier, the financier 
is emancipator. With Lincoln, the 
emancipator of the chattel slave, he 
will live forever as the emancipator 
of the commercial slave. 


‘ Nation Is at Peace. 


“The nation is at peace in a world 
at war. America is confronted with 
appaling realities. It is not the part 
of wisdom to play with phantoms, 
jeal in riddles or seek to entertain 
the national imagination with the 
legerdemain of language. To build 
words mountain high as the throne 
of vanity and ambition. should not 
be an American pastime. An at- 
tempt to catch the presidency by 
phrases is the work of folly. The 
fanction of a sounding brass and 
tinkling cymbal is not germane to 
the tragic conditions of the world. 
When the fate of millions is at 
stake, it is not the part of any man 
to stack the cards. With civiliza- 
tion in peril, the sphinx becomes 
an anachronism. The anachronism 
will remain the mysterious silence of 
the ages. With the whole 
world tense and anxiotss, patriotic 
advice and suggestion are of more 
value than abuse and defamation. 
Speculation wilts in the blaze of 
truth. Abusive phraseology shriv- 
els before the relentless fact. Hon- 
esty is the commanding quality of 
a free and patriotic American. 
“What are the realities that face 
us? In Mexico exist the potentialities 
of civilization. In her wealth, her 
history, her schools, her religion. her 


needs, her very suffering and pa- 


people to govern themselves. Ambi- 
tion and greed were prepared to sac- 
rifice America and all that America 
stands for. in order to acquire the 
wealth of Mexico. The diplomacy of 
‘watchful waiting’ averted these ca- 
lamities and preserved in their orig- 
inal purity the principles of Ameri- 
can freedom and justice. ‘Watch- 
ful waiting’ repudiated the brutal 
dictum of science that the weak must 
s0.down before the strong. Help 
Mexico lest, over her bloody grave 
are sown the dragon's teeth of our 
own destruction. 
Stopped March of Pregress. 

“War with any European nation 
would have set the world aflame and 
stopped the march of progress for a 
century. Would anyone. have had it 
so in order to affirm a ‘virile Amer- 
icanism”?” Is a ‘virile Americanism’ 
bloodshed, destruction, the horrors of 
war and its uncertainties? The sub- 
stance of civilization is the arts, the 
sciences, literature, phiiosophy, in- 
dustry, the domestic virtues, free- 
dom, religion and peace. But this is 
the substance of American national- 
ism. This is the virility of American- 
ism. It knows no national boun- 
daries. It yet lives in the trenches 
and broken homes of Europe and 
pervades its very thrones. There- 
fore, America lives in the trenches 
and broken homes of Europe and 
its thrones. The stupendous confla- 
gration is consuming the errors of 
statesmen and dynasties; it is not 
consuming the substance of civiliza- 
tion, 

“Civilization is a unity. War with 
Europe would have cut asunder the 
moral forces that bind the nations 
and left an age of darkness, anarchy 
and despair. Standing on the im- 
mutable foundations of such Ameri- 
canism, the schoolmaster and. states- 
man, with consummate skill. a skill 
that commands the admiration of the 
world, direct the forces of civiliza- 
tion, not with arms, but with reason 
and moral pressure against the ex- 
cesses of a belligerent world. With 
preternatural poise and clearness of 
vision, he is piloting America through 
the rushing storm. 


Passions of Men Die. 
“Who can deny the existence of a 


moral design in the universe? Who 
now can question its fulfillment? 
Who now can close his eyes to the 
destiny of democracy to make the 
principles of civilization dominant, 
to bring the warring nations of. the 
earth together in lasting peace? The 
passions of men die. The truth lives. 
America has called to Europe; Eu- 
rope is responding in terms of a re- 
vitalized civilization. The sublimest 
picture in civil history is that of a 
plain American citizen maneuvering 
with the weapong of reason and hu- 
manity against the navies and armies 
of the contending nations, and bring- 
ing them in accord with the prin- 
ciples of international law. 

"The American standard of peace 
and justice now floats on the sea. 
It is unfurling over the trenches of 
the struggling nations. From the 
vantage ground of imperishable 
Americanism the matchless craft of 
a real pacifist has not only avoided 
all war, but is leading the world into 
the ways of peace. 

“What is peace but the assertion of 
moral progress? What ': the asser- 
tion of moral progress but the inde- 
structible c!vilization of Europe and 
America?’ From the smouldering 
ruins of a thousand cities, over the 
graves of milliong of brave men, out 
of the blackness of the battle smoke 

arising from the obscurities of na-

The 
contrast between Europe in flames 
and suffering and the United States 
peaceful and prosperous is the di- 
vine contrast. By saving the Amefr- 
ican system civilization is saved. 
The peace of America demonstrates 
the folly of war. The principles of 
democracy furnish the means of 
avoiding and preventing war. The 
universal intelligence of men decrees 
that the war now devastating Eu- 
rope shall be the last war. 

“Sons cf America, keep unsullied 
the sacred shrine of peace, through 
whose portals will yet pass arm in 
arm the crowned head and the hum- 
ble peasant in silent worship of God.

My friends, I believe that there is 
now before this country an oppor. _ 
tunity such as no other country hag 
ever had since the beginning of time, -

individuals up to the level of nations 
and making it a part of the code of 
all the nations.

Mr. Bryan gladly availed himself of 
the opportunity. He bowed his thanks 
when the rules were suspended and a 
committee was appointed to conduct him 
to the platform. He was quite aware of 
his opportunity and the convention was 
equally aware of the importance of the 
event. 

Audience Hangs on Words. 

No better atmosphere ever confronted 
an orator than Mr. Bryan found before 
him last night. No more eager audience 
ever hung on a speaker’s words. It was 
the one time when the convention 
mounted into the rapt realm of the dra- 
matic, and if those who were out envied 
those who were in they did s0 with 
reason, for that was the one great hour 
of the convention. 

Mr. Bryan before 10,000 persons at such 
a time is not the Mr. Bryan whom we 
ordinarily hear. He is the man who won 
the Democratic nomination for President 
20 years ago with the sheer power of 
oratory, and that oratory—passionate 
and tremendous, free from all the tricks 
of buffoonery and bearing the very soul 
of the man upon its wings—was what the 
great throng at the Coliseum heard last 
night. 

He had differed with Wilson, but he 
thanked God for him. That was the 
keynote of what he said. He had come 
back bag and baggage and was ready 
to do his part in the campaign. That 
brought the convention to its feet in a 
frenzy of commendation and joy. That 
outburst was the one great and spon- 
taneous utterance of the whole conven- 
tion. It sent Mr. Bryan from the plat- 
form wreathed in the happiness of hav- 
ing swept away every doubt as to where 
he stood, and it left the party bubbling 
in the happiness of union complete. 

Text of Bryan’s Address. 

Mr. Bryan spoke as follows: 

Delegates of the convention, ladies 
and gentlemen: 

I appreciate the hon-r that this 
convention does me in permitting me 
to say a word to the delegates and 
the guests a:sembled. Every Demo- 
cratic national convention is to me 
a love feast. It gives me an oppor- 
tunity to meet and renew acquaint- 
ance with the men with whom I have 
been intimately associated in politics 
for now more than 2: years.

He was then enter- 
ing public life as a young man, and 
his is one of the faces I shall never 
forget as I saw it in that convention 
at Chicago. ® 

Pays Compliment to Stone,

Make Claims for Confidence. 

Parties exist because parties em- 
phasize the points of difference 
Harmony exists in parties because 
the members emphasize the points 
of agreement rather than the points 
of difference. And, as in this na- 
tion, the things that the whole people 
hold in common are more numerous 
and more important than the things 
on which they differ, so in parties 
men act when the things upon which 
they agree are more numerous or 
more {mportant than the things upon 
which they differ. Today those who 
stand for the Democratic party are 
able to go before this nation and 
not only give a reason for the fafth 
that is in them, but give a defense 
of the administration’s claims to the 
confidence of the people. 

In dealing with the domestic prob- 
lems, our President, our Senate and 
our House have joined together in 
giving the country a program of con- 
structive statesmanship and of reme- 
dial measures that has no parallel in 
all the history of this country. 

You may take all the administra- 
tions from the beginning of our his- 
tory as a republic to the beginning 
of the present one, and you will 
not find as many laws written upon 
the statute books, of great impor- 
tance to the people as you will find 
written in the last three years by 
Woodrow Wilson, a Democratic

Rarty’s Pledges Carried Out, 
We found the Republican party in 


power, with a tariff law written »y 
the beneficiaries of protection. The 
President called Congres together as 
soon as it could be assembled. He 
presented to them the pledge of our 
platform to reduce the tariff, and 
the members of our party, co-operat- 
ing as the three departments of gov- 
ernment have seldom co-operated be- 
fore, redeemed the pledge and wrote 
upon the statute books the best tariff 


law that we have had in this country, 


in 50 years. 

It has taken away the power of 
the trusts to exploit the American 
people. It has done justice to the 
consumers of the country, without 
doing injustice to any of the pro- 
ducers who have relied upon the fa- 
vors granted by the Republican par- 
ty. And, as a part of that tariff 
law, the country now enjoys an in- 
come tax and a degree of justice in 
taxation that has relieved those who 
have borne an unfair share of the 
burden and placed it upon those 
whose income properly justified it, 
and who *have heretofore escaped 
their share of the expense of the 
Government. 

AS soon as the tariff question had 
been settled the President summoned 
Congress to give consideration to the 
question of currency reform. For 
20 years the Republican party had 
advocated currency reform. It had 
admitted the need of currency re- 
form, but it never had the courage 
tO undertake the question of cur- 
rency reform. 

The Democratic party, true to its 
promise and its pledge, prepared a 
bill, and that bill is now a law. 
Thanks to the courage of a Presi- 
dent who was not afraid of Wall 
street. 

High Praise for President. 

No President since Jackson has had 
to meet such an unholy combination 
of the powers of high finance, and 
even Jackson himself never met the 
situation better than Woodrow Wil- 
son has met it. We have just com- 
menced to learn what that law 
means for this nation. Even before 
it became a law we learned what it 
meant to have the White House on 
the side of the people. 

An attempt was being made to cre- 
ate a panic for the purpose of com- 
pelling the abandonment of this pro- 
posed legislation. When the evidence 
was sufficient as it came in from 
different sections of the country, 
the Secretary of the Treasury went 
to the White House—and I want to 
eall your attention to the fact that 
he went to the White House and not 
to the Kings of Wall street as Re- 
publican secretaries had been in the 
habit of doing—and after a brief 
conference with the Executive he 
gave a statement to the public that 
if any community anywhere needs 
money to tide it over a temporary 
embarrassment it need not go to 
Wall streét. Let it come to Wash- 
ington, for the Government stands 
for all the people and is ready to 
protect them. 

What was the result? The result 
was that that proposed panic was 
nippéd in the bud. It folded ite tent 
like the Arab and silently stole 
away, and since that time no new 
brand of panics has been born. 
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manship in a generation, has not 
only broken the hold of Wall street 
upon the business of the nation, but 
it has broken the grip of Wall street 
upon the politics of the United 
States. For 20 years there has not 
been an election but what a hun- 
dred men .inm= Wall street could, by 
the coercion they had in their power, 
change the result of the election. 
And one who, like myself, has felt 
their power, must be pardoned if he 
rejoices that we have an administra- 
tion that has broken that power and 
set a nation free. 

That currency law restored to the 
Government the sovereign right to 
issue the paper money of the coun- 
try. The banking institutions had 
filched that power from the Govern- 
ment, and having learned the value 
of its use they claimed it as a 
vested privilege. But the Democratic 
party, acting through a Democratic 
President, a Democratic Senate and 
a Democratic House, has restored to 
the Government the power that had 
been taken from it. It is one of 
the victories of this administration. 

Private Monopoly Pruned. 

When the work was completed 
along this line the President invited 
them to a third task, the task of 
putting the ax to the root of the tree 
of private monopoly. The Repub- 
lican party and the Progressive party 
had talked of regulating monopolies, 


but instead of regulating them they * 


allowed the men who furnished their 
campaign funds to regulate the regu- 
lators of monopoly, and the trusts 
grew, and grew and grew. 

But, when President Wilson sent 
his message to Congress he planted 
himself upon the Democratic. doc- 
trine proclaimed in four campaigns, 
that a private monopoly its inde- 
fensible and intolerable. Here were 
three great measures, measures car- 
rying out the promise of a Demo- 
cratic platform, and these three great 
measures constitute a record of 
achievement which the Republican 
party dare not attack. 

In their indictment of our party 
they did not dare to mention three 
of the four measures that character- 
ize the economic policy of this ad- 
ministration.

The electorate before which the 
Republican party must now go is not 
controlled as the convention at Chi- 
cago was by the expert representa- 
tives of. the favor-seeking corpora- 
tions. They must meet the issue, and 
if they cannot find fault with our 
currency law they must admit that 
the Democratic party that they used 
to ridicule has both the intelligence 
and the courage to do what they 
neither devised nor carried out. 

Citen Case of Income Tax. 

Did they condemn the income tax 
at Chicago? No; and they will have 
the people to settle with if they dare

what the Democratic party has done, 
and put back upon their bended 
backs the load they carried and 
would carry still if the Republican 
party had been in power. It never 
would have broken their bondage, 
but now they are free. They dare 
not put it back.

They either did not know how to 
rid the country of the burden of 
private monopoly, or, if they knew, 
they did not dare to put their knowl- 
edge into effect. Why don’t they 
denounce our anti-trust legislation? 
They must either go before the 
country and point out the defects 
of these anti-trust laws, or they 
must admit before the voters that 
Our party dared to do what they did 
not dare to undertake. 


These are some of the things that. 


they have not challenged and that 
they will not challenge. 

They talk about the tariff. Yes, 
but it is a matter of habit. It is the 
momentum that goes on. The as- 
tronomers tell us that some stars 
are so far away that if they ceased 
to shine the world would not find it 
out for centuries afterwards, and 
they had given to the advocacy of a 
high tariff a momentum that will go 
on and on after all those who gaye 
it the momentus have passed away, 
and what we now see is not new 
power that is added, it is the dying 
power that was put into it before 
the people know what tariff reform 
was. 

Issue of Panicsa Is Gone. 

But there is one argument that 
they used to make that they can 
make no longer. Banking upon the 
ignorance of their voters of history, 
they used to accuse the Democrats 
of bringing panics when they were in 
power. They overlooked the fact that 
of the three panics that have come 
Since the Republican party came into 
existence, two of them came under 
Republican administrations, and un- 
der circumstances where the Demo- 
crats could not possibly be to blame. 
But, banking on the ignorance of 
their voters, they continued to repeat 
that stale falsehood year after year.

“tT have overthrown the Govern- 
ment.’”’ 

Yes, the Government was over- 
thrown, but this Government 4as- 
sumed the responsibility and this ad- 
ministration has dea!t with that sit- 
uation and the Republican party 
dare not challenge a verdict before 
the country on the Mexican ques- 
tion. 

Your great chairman today point- 
ed out that our policy had been suc- 
cessful first in that It followed the 
precedent set by one of the greatest 
of Presidents, the greatest Republican 
President, Abraham Lincoln; and he 
showed also what would have been 
the result had we yielded to the im- 
portunities of interested parties, or 
to the threats of Republican politi- 
cians, and invaded Mexico for the 
purpose of intervention. 

The President will not lack those 
who will defend his conduct. Aye, 
in every home you will find a mother 
who will thank the Presidént that 
her boy has not been sent to Mex- 

ico to die In the trenche~ 

We have a few men interested tn 
ranches, and a few interested in 
mines, who would use the blood of 
American soldiers to guarantee prof- 
its and their investments in a for- 
eign land. But that is not the senti- 
ment of the American people. The 
people of this country stand back 
of Woodrow Willson tn his determi- 
nation not to Intervene tn the affairs 
of Mexico. 

Why, my friends, if President Wfl- 
son yielded to the demand of those 
who have clamored for intervention 
in Mexico, we would no sooner have 
crossed the line than the same men 
would tell him that the soldiers must 
never come out; for, my friends, 
annexation is the next step after 
Intervention has been undertaken. 

What Intervention Would Lead To, 

And if we. tnvaded Mexico, these 
same men would say, “On to Pan- 
ama." The men who would seek 
to make this Government a nation of 
that kind would destroy all the ad- 
vantage we gained in the half cen- 
tury during which we have striven 
+s cultivate the confidence of the 
Latin-American. countries tn Central 
and South America. * 

But. my friends, the Prekident not 
only has had to deal with war to 
the south of us, but with war to the 
east of us. The whole world is in 
the throes of a war without a prece- 
dent and without a parallel. Three 
million men have already died—more 
than the population of one state, if 
our 48 states were equal in popula- 
tion—and more men have  »been 
wounded than there are people liv- 
ing in any one state in this Unton.

| have come down from 2: the wars

Five hundred years from now li 
tle children will be born into the 
world, their necks under a yoke of 
debt placed upon posterity by this 
generation. There have been some 
meetings held in this country urging 
this Government to participate in 
this war. My friends, I have dif- 
fered from our President on some of 
the methods employed in this war, 
but I am one of those who desire 
sincerely that this nation shall not 
become a participant in the dreadful 
conflict. 

Precedent of Peace Vital, 

If this convention had done noth- 
ing more, it has justified its assem- 
bling by the speech made in the pres- 
ence of this audience yesterday by 
the distinguished gentleman from 
New York who presided as your tem- 
porary chairman. He has piled up 
precedent upon precedent, and all 
the Democrats of the nation. have 
now to do in order to answer any 
criticism of the President's refusal 
to go to war, or in the settlement 
of the difficulties that have arisen, 
he can take the precedents cited by 
him and ask, as he did, what did the 
fornier chief executives of this coun- 
try do—did they go to war? No, they 
settled the problem, as our President 
has tried to do in the present Crisis. 

My friends, we do not know when 
it will be possible to bring this war 
to a close, but we do know that ours, 
the greatest neutral nation, is the 
one to which the world is looking 
to act as mediator when the time for 
mediation comes. 

I appeal to the sense of justice of 
the American people, when in God's 
time, that honor of mediating shall 
fall to this nation, is it fair that the 
honor shall fall to one who has not 
borne the burden in the heat of the 
day? Is not the President of the 
United States, who for two years has 
borne a burden such as few men on 
earth have ever been called upon to 
carry before—if he had been able to 
protect the neutrality of this nation 
and to save it from participation in 
this awful war—does not the offer 
of being peacemaker come to him 
and to the party that selected him 
and put him tin the White House? 

Who Shall Be Mediator? 

Why does the Republican party, 
some of whose leaders have tried to 
force the President into this war, 
come out now, when their efforts 
have failed, and ask the honor of 
being the mediator between the con- 
tending nations? 


But, my. countrymen, we have a 
record upon which we can appeal 
to the people for their support, 
without fear and without blush.

Aa Y look back over # years of at- 
tendance upon national conventions, | 
heave a confused recollection of uni- 
formed organizations headed by brass 
bands, marching down the streets with 
banners, praise, and prophecies. New 


' York, as a rule, leads the other cities 


in the number of such clubs, but Chi- 
cago, Pittsburg, Philadelphia, Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, Indianapolis, Columbus, 
Louisville and other cities have thus 
contributed to the gayety of conven- 
tions. The demonstrations In behalf of 
a candidate are supposed to exert an 
influence—that is why money is spent 
in marshalling the hosts, but they often 
reveal to a candidate’s supporters the 
unwelcome fact that the aspirant’s pop- 
ularity decreases in proportion as the 
equare of the distance from home in- 
creases. 

Because there was no contest this 
convention has lacked the marching 
clubs. The spectators have come as 
individuals, or in small groups, some 
@o catch their first glimpse of man 
swayed by the enthusiasm of the 
erowd: others because they have 
formed the convention habit, and 
want to be able to say “I have never 
missed a national convention in 20 
(or 30 or 40) years.” The hotel 
lobby affords a meeting place where 
the veterans can regale the beginner 
with stories of former assemblages. 

My own experience began in 1876 
when, as a boy of 16, I attended the 
Tfiden convention at St. Louis. Be- 
ing a stranger among strangers, I 
was indebted to a kind-hearted po-

ene session. In 1880, the convention 
was at Cincinnati, too far away for 
me to attend. In 1884 I was begin- 
ning the practice of law, and did not 
feel that I could afford the expense 
of a trip to Chicago, but an unex- 
pected honorarium bestowed upon 
me at the close of a Fourth of July’ 
address supplied me with the neces- 
gary funds, and I saw Cleveland 
nominated. 

. Politician Helped Him. 

A friendly politician introduced me 
to an accommodating doorkeeper, 
who suspended the rules and allowed 
me to attend the sessions without a 
ticket. By 1888 I was able to secure 
@ ticket; by 1902 I could secure tick- 
ets for others. Since 1896 it has not 
peen difficult to gain admittance.

They 
secured a platform vindication of their 
own votes by condemning the Repub- 
licans in both House and Senate who 
voted with the Democrats for the rural 
credits system. 

Most Popular Sentence, 

The greatest applause, however, was 
called forth by the following sentence: 
“Without orphaning a single child, with- 
out widowing a single American mother, 
without firing a single gun, without the 
shedding of a single drop of blood, he 
wrung from the most militant spirit 
that ever brooded ‘above a battlefield 
an acknowledgment of American rights, 
and an agreement to American de- 
marda.”’ 

Senator James, even before this 
speech, had won a place among the ora- 
torical luminaries of the country: this 
speech adds to his fame and makes his 
place more secure. 

What a campaign team these two 
chairmen will make! If the Repub- 
licans have any match fof either he !s 
still In the “‘dark-horse” class: he was 
not entered at Chicago.

Bryan’s Oratory Analyzed.

What are the respects in 
which he eclipses this ambitious 
field? To begin, his voice is an organ 
of great beauty and volume : 
like Marlowe's voice upon the stage— 
strong, vibrant, musical. Secondly, 
he has fire. Given a theme near to 
his heart and an audience worthy of 
supreme effort, and no one since Pro- 
metheus has been the living blow- 
torch that Bryan can be. Thirdly, he 
can speak on his feet and out of his 
head and heart. Nobody ever sees 
Bryan reading from manuscript or 
from notes on his cuff. Lastly, his 
delivery is that of complete physicat 
harmony with what he is saying. He 
is now swinging his fist in the fierce- 
ness of attack, now clapping one 
palm upon another in emphatic as- 
sertion, now fanning himself calmly 
and coolly while something he has 
said ts soaking in, and now hurling 
himself headlong at those invisible 
foes who seem to confront him. Many 
orators have some of these qualities; 
some of them have several of them; 
but so far as I know, Bryan alone, 
among our public speakers, has them 
all. We have him at his best tonight 
—a great speaker with a great audi- 
ence. He is telling us why we should

OR the first time I saw the backs 
[- of the délegates yesterday. It is 
said that royalty very seldom sees 
the backs of people. This is one of the, 
ways in which I differ from royalty. 
There are one or two others. There was 
the colossal back of Ollie James, climb- 
ing the steps to deliver his address on 
Woodrow Wilson. There was the benev- 
olent back of Josephus Daniels, shaking 
hands over the railing of his box, and 
the square shoulders and military back 
of Senator Vardaman, with its absurd 
crown of gray hair that hangs to his 
shoulders. All sorts of backs, but all 
Democratic backs. 

I viewed the convention from the box 
of a member of the Cabinet. For the 
first time, it was possible to hear with 
any distinctness, for the acoustic prop- 
erties of the hall are wretched. It is a 
long oval, with the speakers’ platform 
in the corner of one of the long sides, 
and naturally the people in the wings 
hear little or nothing. 

Along the narrow aisle in front of the 
box came a steady procession of Sena- 
tors, high Government officials and dele- 
gates. They’stopped, shook hands and 
moved on again, a little pageant of of- 
fice holders, exultant, warm, unexcited. 

Secretary of War Baker came and 
paused for a moment. I had not seen 
him since the time he had told me that 
he considered the secretaryship of war a 
lawyer's position and not a military one, 

“How about the platform?” I asked 
hopefully. 

“The platform!’ He threw up Als 
hands. ‘“Can’t you hear the sound of 
the hammer and saw as the committee 
tinkers with it?’’ he asked. 

Seriously, the Democratic convention 
yesterday ‘roused to real enthusiasm 
more than once. One burst of enthusi- 
asm came when Ollie James of Ken- 
tucky, in the midst of a very manly and 
direct statement of the party's achieve- 
ments, said that President Wilson had 
wrung from the most military spirit that 
ever brooded over European battlefields 
a concession to American demands and 
American rights. 

Led up to as this had been, and skill- 
fully prepared for, it met with a real 
ovation. 

A big man and bald, with gn over- 
hanging forehead, awkward, his clothes 
hanging loose on his gigantic frame, 
Ollie James is shrewd, powerful and 
sincere. He troubled little with epl- 
gram and metaphor, made few histori- 
eal references and no gestures.. He 
talked out of a great cavern of a chest 
so that strained ears could relax and 
listen comfortably. Almost he made 
me a Democrat. 

Fear Vested Interests. 

Two things impressed me as I watched 
those surging backs and they seemed 
the keynote, whether acknowledged or 
not, of the Democratic frame of mind. 
They hate and fear the vested interests 
and everything that pertains to the cen- 
tralization of wealth. And they want 
peace. Not unqualified peace; not the 
peace of prosperity so much as the 
peace of the hearth side and the home. 
And a third thing seems to me most 
conspicuous. 

There is no real enthusiasm for Wood- 
row Wilson; for his policies, yes, for 
the peace he has brought, yes. For his 
constructive policies, yes again. But 
for the man, none whatever. As a 
matter of actual demonstration today, 
the affection of the laymen and dele- 
gates gathered here is not for Woodrow 
Willson, but for William Jennings Bryan. 
So amazing and unexpected was this 
that I was slow to accept it, but it is 
unquestionably true, not of the political 
leaders, of course, but of the rank and 


dinary; they reverence him and they 
love him. 

A good man and a consistent Chris- 
tian, they say. And I, for one, am glad 
to recall much that I have said about 
Mr. Bryan. What he says he believes, 
and what he says a great many other 
people accept and believe. Like Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, William Jennings Bryan 
is a power to be reckoned with. An ar- 
dent-eyed woman pointed to him today 

‘‘He is an uncrowned king,” she said 
softly. 

A great influence, but a benign one, 
in the main. I do not agree with Him, 
but perhaps more nearly than any man 
in public life, he represents the peace- 
loving, church-going, sometimes mistak- 
en but always idealistic middle class. 


Demand Spontaneous. 
The demand of a great assemblage of 


men for one man is spontaneous; it Is 
a fine thing to watch. Out of two con- 
ventions only two names have thus come 
forth. The Republicans were able to 
produce no one to create chis enthusi- 
asm. The Progressives, of course, had 
Roosevelt. The enthusiasm for Bryan 
is not a political one. It is for the man 
and for his doctrine of peace, but it is 
personal, not official. However, when 
the cry for Bryan began, one of the 
first on his feet was Josephus Daniels, 
his kindly face gleaming with pleasure, 
and beating the floor of his box with 
his stick. ;

Governor Fails to Get Mention 
of Vice Presidency Candida- 


cy Before Convention. 


Gov. Major's vice presidential ‘‘bubble”’ 
burst at the Coliseum last night with 
less noise than the sizzle of the tiniest 
firecracker. 

It happened so suddenly that it took 


the Governor's breath away. And when 
the ‘‘smoke of battle’ cleared at mid- 
night, and the names of ‘‘Wilson and 
Marshall’’ were hung up again as the 
Democratic party banner, those Mis- 
sourians who had watched the Gover- 
nor’s self-starting boom with interest 
realized that the convention was to ad- 
journ without even so much as a men- 
tion of Gov. Major’s name. 

Oh, yes, there was a mention of the 
Governor's name. When Chairman 
James called for vice presidential nom- 
inations one man in the west arena 
balcony yelled: 

“Hurrah for Major'”’ 

These three woras, uttered by a lone- 
ly balcony guest, constituted the ‘‘Ma- 
jor demonstration.’’ 

Hopes Finally Shattered. 

Five minutes later Chairman James 
announced that Vice President Mar- 
shall had been renominated by accla- 
mation. 

The Governor turned to two women, 
seated alongside him in a box just back 
of the delegates, and made some com: 
ment that could not be heard in the 
cheering that greeted the nomination ot 
Marshall. 

Senator James, with all the force of 
his 6-feet-6 and his 300 pounds weighi, 
had literally pushed the ‘‘steam roller’’ 
over the Major boom. For Major, when 
the convention assembled last eveninz 
for nominations, was the only remain- 
ing vice presidential candidate in the

Page said President Wilson, instead 
of being the weak, vacillating executive 
that his Republican opponents have pic- 
tured him, is a firm, determined, reso- 
lute President and has adhered to his 
plans in every instance, in his handling 
of foreign questions, without once devi- 
ating from them. 

Surprised at Attitude Here. 

“When I returned home I was aston- 
ished at what I heard said and saw 
written on the question of the Presi- 
dent’s handling of these questions,’’ the 
Ambassador said. ‘‘It seems to me Mr. 
Wilson has been unbending, firm and 
resolute. 

“In regard to the Mexican policy, Col. 
Roosevelt attempted in a recent ‘article 
written by him to show that the Presi- 
dent was vacillating. and inconsistent 
in his dealings with that Government. 
He cited 11 orders given by the Presi- 
dent with regard to the situation, some 
of which countermanded prior orders, 
to show the weakness of Mr. Wilson. 

“‘Each one of those orders was a card 
well played by Mr. Wilson in a game 
which he had planned and which he 
played consistently according to tha: 
plan. This was a game to squeeze 
Huerta out in Mexico and give the peo- 
ple an opportunity to reform them- 
selves. 

“Mr. Wilson, in every instance in his 
foreign policies, has seen where he was 
going and has approached his points 
with steady, firm steps. 

“The placing of an embargo on arms 
and munitions to Mexico and the sub- 
sequent raising of the embargo by the 
President has been pointed to as an in- 
dication of a vacillating policy. The 
fact is that the embargo was not lifted 
until it had accomplished its purpose 
and was then raised to give the people 
of the country their chance. 

Might Have Brought on War. 

“If President Wilson had gone to war 

with Mexico he would have had the 
strong moral opposition of the Euro- 
pean Powers, if not the actual armed 
opposition. If the situation were to be 
gone over again it could not be han- 
died better than the President handl 24 
it. 
“The President, in his dealing with 
the Mexico situation before the war 
started, gave notice to the Powers of 
Europe that he is absolutely firm when 
once he takes a stand. 

“‘There is not a Power in Europe that 
would not welcome the United States as 
an ally, but they know that the Presi- 
dent’s policy is guided absolutely on the 
basis of ‘America first.’ 

The Powers of Europe, as shown py 
the attitudes of their statesmen, do 
not think the President has been vac- 
cilating in his dealings with them, but. 
on the contrary, there is a feeling that 
America has been too assertive of her 
rights. 

‘Not. all of the Presidents of this 
country who have been in office since 
f grew up have had to deal with geuch 
serious, complicatéd problems as Mr. 
Wilson has had thrust upon him. and 
not one of them could have handled the 
situations which have arisen as abl; 
as he has done. 

“The people of this country should 
get doy... On their knees and thank God 
that we have a President who has been 
far-sighted and firm-handed enough to 
keep us out of war.”’ 

Ambassador Page defended Secretar, 
of Navy Da 


looked into the records of his navy and 
found Secretary Daniels had accom 

plished more 4uring his supervision of 
that department than any other secre- 
tary. 

“Secretary Daniels was a..acked for 
the reforms he instituted in the navy. 
yet the wisdom of those reforms was 
shown when they were adopted by the 
navies of Europe when they went +o 
war. 

“Our navy is not targe enough, and 
we are not in the state of preparedness 
we should be, but I am sure we will bs 
prepared, and that under President Wil- 
son and Secretary Daniels.”’

Let me tell you something of the two 
busiest women of the convention, those 
who are doing the essentially "political 
work—the wire-pulling, the lobbying, the 
behind-the-scenes work which you are 
most inclined to view with most Sus- 
picion. 


Women Are Utilizing 
the Feminine Virtues. 


A woman lobbyist! Doesn't the very 
word suggest a bold, a daring, a spec- 
tacular or else a crafty schemer? Well, 
vou never were more mistaken in your 
life, if you think women have forgotten 
or neglected the appeal of the gentler, 
softer, modest qualities of women. They 
are utilizing these virtues to the limit 
in the two chief lobbyists. 

There are haranguers, spellbinders, 
street speakers, women conspicuous :n 
every degree and variety <¢ those 
words, in and about headgq'arters, min- 
gling freely with crowds of men. 

But the two chief lobbyists were not 
selected for any qualities such as these. 
You would have to watch for them 
hours at a time; you would have to have 
them pointed out to you; you would 
have to talk to them quite some time 
before you identified them as measuring

Chief Lobbyist of

Chief lobbyist of the Congressional 
Union and Woman's Party is Miss Maud 
Younger of California. As head of a 
committee working in Congress for the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment, she is 
known to all the Washington crowd, and 
probably when they see her blue chiffon 
hat, blue silk sweater coat and fluffy 
lingerie frock looming upon the horizon 
they know what she is up to. 
But state delegates, new to the Reso- 
lutions Committee, undoubtedly are 
taken in as to her purpose until she 
completes her entire conservation with 
them. 
She has one of the most soothing voices,

PETROGRAD, June 16.—The capture 
of an additional 19 officers and 14,000 
men was announced today by the War 
Office. The Russian successes in the 
offensive along the southern front are 
continuing, the statement declares. 

Details of the reported evacuation of 
Czernowitz by the Austrians are given 
in a dispatch from Bukowina by way 
of Bucharest, received by the semi-offi- 
cial Petrograd News Agency. 

The dispatch says that before aban- 
coning the city the Austrian authorities 
arrested a number of persons who were 
forced to accompany the retreating 
troops. The railway rolling stock was 
sent to Ilskani and the tracks about 
the city were destroyed. Trainloads of 
wounded were dispatched to Dornavatra, 
77 miles southwest of Czernowitz. 

150,000 Prisoners Taken. 

The official statement given 
yesterday said: 

“The offensive of Gen. Brusiloff did 
mot stop yesterday. In various re- 
gions on the front fresh prisoners and 
more military booty were taken. The 
enemy continues to deliver counter at- 
tacks at several! points, and elsewhere 
is busy entrenching himself in new 
positions. 

“Suplementary enaits give the ex- 
act number of prisoners taken as one 
General, three cOmmanders, 2467 of- 
ficers, 5 doctors and 150,000 men. 
We also have captured 166 cannon, 286 
machine guns, 139 bomb throwers and 
$2 mine throwers.”

DAYS, DOCTOR SAYS 


Physician Declares That While 
Colonel Suffers Pain Trouble 
Is Purely Local. 

A WHISPER 


TALKS IN 


Must Stay in New York to Be 
Cared For — His Cough 
Distressing. 


NEW YORK, June 16.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt was still in pain today as the 
result of the breaking of tendons of 
one of his left ribs through violent 
coughing, but declared that the trouble 
was not serious and that he expected 
to be all right in a few days. Dr. Ar- 
thur P. Deul, who visited him today, 
also declared that the Colonel's illness 
was not serious and predicted his quick 
recovery. 

Col. Roosevelt, when he heard alarm- 
ing reports were about that he was dan- 
gerously ill, consented to ste newspaper 
men. 

‘‘The trouble is really trivial,’’ he said. 
“Simply a couple of tendons snapped. 


I have a heavy cold in the chest and '©Very POSss 
distresses me. { 


whenever I cough it 
When I get rid of the cold it will 
disappear in a natural way.’’ 

Dr. Deul said: ‘“‘The Colonel! has a 
very irritating cough but it is abso- 
lutely nothing serious. It is distressing 
and painful but purely a local trouble. 
Dr. Derby, his son-in-law, has strapped 
him up so as to alleviate the pain as 
much as possible. This local condition 
is improving very rapidly and I look 
for a quick recovery in a couple of 
days.” ce ie 

The Colonel was questioned as to the 
political situation but reiterated that he 
was “out of politics.” 

“IT am a private citizen,’’ he said, 
“and wish to be treated as such. I do 
not wish to be put in the position of 
seeming to back down on what I have 
said—that IT am out of politics.” 

Col. Roosevelt this morning was bare- 
ly able to speak above a whisper. His 
condition had so little improved that his 
physician, Dr. Hubert V. Guile, was 
called to the hotel where he is staying. 

Dr. Guile took the Colonel to the of- 
fice of Dr. Arthur B. Duel, about two 
blocks from the Colonel's hotel. After 
remaining there about 2 minutes, Col. 
Roosevelt, alone, walked very slowly 
back to the hotel and immediately went 
to his room. 

Mrs. Roosevelt then left word at the 
hotel office that her husband would re- 
ceive no visitors today. Several Pro- 
gressive leaders who called were so in- 
formed, among them one who had an ap- 
pointment. <A _ special delivery letter 
which arrived for him was not sent up. 

George W. Perkins and Frederick W. 
Whitridge visited Col. Roosevelt this 
morning and all three had luncheon to- 
gether in the hotel dining room. 

Col. Roosevelt also insisted on seeing 
Everett Colby, leader of the Progres- 
sives of New Jersey, who has already 
declared himself for Hughes. They con- 
ferred briefly. 

The Colonel’s appearance as he left 
the hote! was haggard and he shook his 
head negatively when asked if he felt 
any better. 

The illness came upon Cok Roosevelt 
two cays ago wher one of his coughing 
spells caused the snapping of ligaments 
of his ribs.

1205 ON STEAMER 


WRECKED ON RECT 
ARE SAFE; 9 LOS! 


Deaths Were Caused by Col- 
lision of Two of Lifeboats 
in the Surf. 


EUREKA, Cal., June 16.—All of the 


210 passengers and crew of the steamer 
wrecked on Sugar Loaf Reef, 
near here, in a fog Wednesday night, 
have been accounted for, according to 
a statement made early today by Purs- 
er C. F. Heywood. He said that after 
careful checking of the passenger list 
he was convinced that the five persons 
whose bodies have been recovered were 
the only ones that drowned. One body, 
that of a young woman, still is un- 
identified. 

A special train has been arranged for 
by the San Francisco and Portland 
Steamship Co., owner of the Bear, to 
transport the survivors to san Fran- 
cisco today. 

Two hundred feet from_ shore, 
steamer is pounding on the reef, ill 
intact. Members of the crew are en- 
deavoring to take off baggage and val- 
uables. 

Capt. Nopander said that at the time 
the Bear went ashore he was taking 
ible precaution for the safe 
handling of the ship in foggy weather. 
There were five on watch, including 
himself, he said. 

Navigators here familiar with the 
coast said that the 1906 earthquake had 
affected the ocean bed in the vicinity 
of Cape Mendocina, and that there were 
numerous sinkholes near Sugar Loaf. 

From the passengers ard crew as 
gathered the first clear account of 
what happened. The ship drove on the 
reef with a crash so violent that al on 
board were aroused from their sleep. 
Passengers rushed on deck in their 
night clothes. 

The assurance of Capt. Nopander and 
his officers that there was no danger 
calmed the passengers and preparations 
were made to leave the ship. 

Help Called by Radio. 

Though the steamer’s bottom was 
punctured by the rocks, Capt. Nopander 
found the inner shell of the double bot- 
tom was intact and for an hour made 
ineffectual efforts to back the steamer 
into deep water. He then sent out radio 
calls for assistance and prepared to 
launch the lifeboats. 

The S O 8 calls were answered by 
the battleship Oregon and the steumer 
Grace Dollar, which started for ihe 
wreck. The calls also were heard at 
Eureka, from where the tug Racine and 
a saving crew were dispatched. 

The sea was smooth and the 13 life- 
boats, loaded in an orderly manner, got 
clear of the ship in safety. The captain 
and three members of the crew stayed 
on board. 

Orders were issued for the boats to 
keep together and head for the Blunts 
Reef Lightship, four miles away. 

The wind freshened and a heavy swell 
set in, but after eight hours 11 lifeboats 
made the lightship. Two of the rescue 
boats, the Relief and the Grace Dollar, 
appeared, and to these the shipwrecked 
persons were transferred and carried to 
Eureka. 

Two of the Bear’s lifeboats were swept 
toward the shore and collided in the 
surf. Three persons from one boat and 
two from another were drowned. The 
others got sshore near Capetown, and 
after a night of suffering without shel- 
ter and in wet clothes were taken into 
Capetown.

GERMANS HURLED 
5000 POECTIES 
A DAY Al me 


“We Are Reaching the Limit,” 
Was Last Message Commander 
Sent From Fort. 


PARIS, June 16.—The last message 
received from Maj. Reynal, commander 
of Fort Vaux, before the fortress fell 
into the hands of the Germans a week 
ago was made public today. The mes- 
sage read: ‘‘We are reaching the limit. 
Officers and soldiers have all done their 
duty. Vive La France.” 

Since the beginning of the real attack 
on the fort. in March, the Germans fired 
no less than 8000 projectiles dally and 
in the last days before its fall this 
number was greatly increased, accord- 
ing to details of the fighting given out 
officially today. 

An eyewitness is quoted as saying: 
“What the infantry was powerless to 


realize was accomplished by the artil- 
lery. For a long time there was only 
one outlet at the fort which could be 


utilized. This was a subterranean pas- 
sage to the northwest, access to which 
later became impossible. Then followed 
the cutting of communication. 

“The men suffered greatly from tack 
of water, but held out, occupying and 
utilizing the ruins in the interior. In 
windows and between the ruins of the 
shattered walls machiné guns were ‘in- 
stalled and barricades erected at all 
corners. All about the outer works the 
bodies of the Germans were thick. 

“The combat continued under ex- 
traordinary conditions. The Germans 
conceived the idea of fitting baskets 
with grenades. These were let down 
by cords from windows of buildings 
dominating the French positions and 


exploded on top of the ¢efenders. The 


garrison fought on, but human force 
was reaching the limit of endurance. 


How Wounded E scapes. 
“On the morning of the 6th Stretcher 


Bearer Vanier led a number of wound- 
ed who did not want to be captured, 
through an airhole, whence they escaped. 
Others crawled toward the French line 
through the piles of corpses and heaps 
of debris. Later aviators observed great 
columns of smoke and an explosion. 

“On the 7th the Germans announced 
the capture of the fort. In reality they 
captured only wornout men among un- 
inhabitable ruins.”

To correct misundertandings regarding the seat- 

ing and, stage arrangements for the “Siegfried” 
performance, the St. Louis Grand Opera Commit- 
tee makes the following statement: 

Having successfully carried out three opera en- 
gSagements during a single season, the committee 
at first declined to sponsor a proposed open-air 
performance of “Siegfried.” Later, to aid in the 
entertainment of delegates and visitors in the city 
for the national convention, the committee re- 

‘ceded from its position. The committee’ well 
inderstood the task would be much more difficult 
-tham opera production in a regularly equipped 
theater, but went ahead primarily in the interest 
in the city and its guests. 

It was found that there was no available. place 
* for the outdoor performance except Robison Field. 
‘The technical director of the Siegfried’Co:, Mr. F. 
‘Seidle of the Metropolitan Opera House in New 
» York, came on in advance and under his direction 
‘the stage was laid out on the model of successful 
) open-air productions in the East. The Grand Opera 
»~ Committee left all technical details to the expert 
,of the company, as invariably is the case. The 
Plans were considered exceptionally good, since 
, the first row of seats and the field boxes were 
* placed at least 100 feet nearer the stage than at 
the Siegfried performances by the same company 
‘{n the Harvard Stadium, the Yale Bowl and at 
‘TPittsbure. > 
The stage was placed behind the second base 
‘line, exactly as first planned and in accordance 
-with newspaper announcement and with printed 
Piats which were widely distributed by mail. 
Crowds act in ways that cannot be predicted | 
and the rush for the vacant space beteen the 
Stage and the infield seats was a “crowd impulse” 
pure and simple.

‘not less than 8000 persons remained throughout

;prived of their seats, standing for 3% hours, This 
should’ freciude debate as to the excellence of 
‘the production.

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TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN GLYNN. 

The speech of Temporary Chairman Martin H. 
Glynn gives the country, especially the West, a 
new view of the late Governor of New York. 

Among the opening convention addresses of 
many years, that of Mr. Root to the Republican 
delegates who nominated Mr. Roosevelt in 1904 is 
the only one that can be compared to it in schol- 
arly thoughtfulness. and ‘its felicitous view of con- 
temporary events from. the historian’s perspective. 

Mr. Glynn assembles recent notable entries in 
our national record, some of which are a subject 
of conflict in public opinion and some passed by 
without any very definite opinion at all. He 
defines their meaning, points out their relation to 
one another and links them with past policies and 
achievements, recognized as- resulting in one of 
the most distinctive and brilliant forms of service 
America has rendered to a war-loving world. 

For, prior to-about a century ago; neutrality as 
it is now understood had practically no existence.

In contrast to the 5000 spectators who 
witnessed the boxing show at the Motor- 
drome last Tuesday night, only about 500 
were in Federal League Park to witness 
the bouts given there last night. But 
the 500 were given a better entertain- 
ment than the 53000 were. 


In addition to the 500 who were in the 
park, sevéral hundred more viewed the 


bouts from the roofs of adjacent houses 
and the top of the fence surrounding the 
park. 

Boxing has never been given in &t. 
Louis under more romantic surround- 
ings than prevailed last night. The ring 
was pitched about 50 feet from the cen- 
ter of the grand stand. Above it were 
strung 16 lights that cast a brilliant 
glow over the canvas. The lights in the 
stand were turned out, and from there, 
comfortably seated and within easy vi- 
sion, spectators saw the well-conditioned 
boxers clearly silhouetted against the 
background furnished by the darkness of 
the night. Directly behind the ring, on 
the east side, the full moon shone in all 
its. cold, silvery splendor. 

Automobiles were parked in a. semi- 
circle around the ring on the far side 
from the stand, and the occupants, many 
of whom were women, chatted gaily 
while the bouts were going on. 

Probably the most orderly crowd that 
ever attended an exhibition of profes- 
sional boxing in St. Louis was present. 


Macklin Quits in Seventh. 

At 8:45 o'clock Willie Colona and Pete 
Macklin tripped into the ring to box the 
preliminary bout. It was for eight 
rounds at catch weights. Colona weighed 
about 116 pounds, Macklin some pounds 
more than that, but he had taken the 


bout at short notice. 

Macklin, though outboxed, did very 
well vr six rounds and then capitu- 
lated hecause he was “plum out,’’ which 
ad intended to mean that he was ‘‘all 
n oP 

The semi-final, which was between 
Leo Schneider of St. Louis and Jack 
Doyle (who is also known as Mike 
Rosen ‘and Michael Romano) of New 
York, 10 rounds at 118 pounds, can be 
briefly described as a boxing bout, but 
not a very zood one. However, Schneli- 
der did enough backing away to lose. 
Doyle’s particular superiority lay in his 
earnest efforts to run Schneider down, 
or at heast catch up with him. 


Hanlon’s- Aggressiveness Helps. 
The 12-round- bout, and the feature 
event, between Jimmy Hanlon of Den- 
ver. Colo., and. Matty Smith of Racine, 
Wis., at 133 pounds at 3 p. m., was won 
by the Denverite principally because he 


was the aggressor in almost every 
round. He displayed better boxing abil- 
ity, too, in the exchanges and in corner- 
ing Smith so that the latter had to fight 
his way out. 

Both boys landed hard punches and 
swings, but at no time did either seem 
ready to ‘‘cash in.”” Smith, once when 
he was hit a hard wallop under the left 
ear with a round, right-arm swing that 
Hanlon. gauged just right, made an 
awful pretense of being ‘“‘groggy.”’ stag- 
gering and reeling about the ring like 
a drunken sailor; but it, Was a poor 
piece of comedy and badly acted and 
didn’t deceive Hanlon for a moment. He 
has seen Smith “pull” that sort of thing 
before. Smith did a litle more of it 
later on, but it failed to make a “hit.” 

Hanlon seemed to take the bout very seri- 
ously, and went at his job in a business- 
like way. He kept crowding Smith at all 
times, and in the. close exchanges. when 
they stood head to head for a little olugeing. 
he stood the ‘‘gaff'’ better than Smit 
and it was usually the latter who was obliged 
to break ground. However, in this partic- 
ular there was rot much difference between 
them, -except that. Hanlon pleced his blows

SURVIVOR TELLS 
HOW KITCHENER 
SANK WITH SHIP 


Last Seen on Quarter Deck; 
Men on Life Rafts Had. Ter- 


rifying Experience. 


LONDON, 
ener died is described by the last man 
who saw him alive, Seaman Rogerson, 
a survivor of the Hampshire, wto ar- 
rived at his home near London yester- 
day from the Orkneys He tells this 
story in the Daily Mail: 

“Of those who left the ship and have 
survived, | was the one who saw Kit-ch- 
ener last. He went down with the ghir. 
He did not leave her. I saw Capt. 
Savill help his boat crew to clear away 
his galley. At the same time the Cap- 
tain was calling to Kitchener tos come 
to his boat. Owing to the noise made 
by the wind and sea, Earl Kitchenet 
could not hear him. 

“When the explosion occurred Earl 
Kitchener walked calmly from the Cap- 
tain’s cabin and went up a ladder te 
the quarter deck. There I saw hjim 
walking about, quite collected ani talk- 
ing to two officers. All three were 
wearing khaki and had on 10+ over- 
coats. 

“Owing to the rough weather no boats 
could be lowered. Those that were jot 
out were smashed. No boats le& the 
ship. What the people on shore thought 
to be boats leaving were rafts. The men 
did not get into the boats 18 they lay 
in their cradles, thinking as the ship 
went under the boats would, float, but 
the ship sank by the head, 2nd when 
she went under she turned a somesault 
forward, carrying down witn her all 
the boats and those in them. 

“T do not think Earl Kitcnener got 
into a boat. When I sprang to a raft 
he was still on the starboard side of the 
quarterdeck, talking with his officers.” 


Terrible Five Hours in Water, 

“T got away on one of the rafts and 
we had a terrible five hours in the 
water. It wes so rough that the seas 
beat down on us and many of the men 
were killed by the buffeting. Many 
others died from the piercing cold. 

“An overpowering desire for sleep 
came upon us. To keep this away we 
thumped each other on the back. The 
men who went to sleep never woke 
again. When men died it was just as 
though they were falling asleep. 

‘“‘One man stood upright for five hours 
on the raft, with dead lying all around 
him, and one man died in my arms. 

“As we neared the shore the situation 
grew worse. The fury of the seas 
Cashed our raft against the rocks with 
tremendous force. A number of men 
were killed in this way. I don’t know 
how I got ashore, for all feeling had 
gone out of me. 

“My belief is that the Hampshire 
struck a mine which exploded under her 
fore part. It could not have been a 
submarine in such weather and an in- 
ternal explosion in one of her maga- 
zines would have ripped her apart. It 
was hard luck coming to such an end 
after going thro.igh the battle off Jut- 
land unscathed. We led the Iron Duke 
into that action and sank a German 
light cruiser and two submarines, but 
did not have a single casualty our- 
selves, although big shells fairly rained 
into the water all around us.” 


Text of Official Report. 

An official statement issued last night 
based on statements by the dozen sur- 
vivors of the cruiser who were washed 
ashore on a raft, says: 

“From the report of the 12 survivors 
of the Hampshire the following conclu- 
sions were reached: 

“As the men were going to their sta- 
tions before abandoning the ship, Lord 
Kitchener, accompanied by a naval of- 
ficer, appeared. The latter said: ‘Make 
way for Lord Kitchener.’ Both ascended 
to the quarter deck. Subsequently, four 
military officers were seen there, walk- 
ing aft on the port side. 

“The captain called Lord Kitchener 
to the fore bridge near where the cap- 
tain’s boat was hoisted. The captain 
also called on Lord Kitchener to enter 
the boat. It is unknown if Lord Kitch- 
ener entered it or what happened to any 
boat. 

“The Hampshire was proceeding: aiong 
the west coast of the Orkneys. A heavy 
gale was blowing and geas were break- 
ing over the ship, which necessitated 
her being partly battened down. 

“Between 7:30 and 7:45 p. m. the ves- 
sel struck a mine and began at once 
to settle by the bows, heeling over to 
starboard before she finally went down, 
about fifteen minutes after. 

Boat Is Broken in Half. 

“Orders were given by the captain for 
all hands to go to their established 
stations for abandoning ship. Some of 
the hatches were opened and the ship's 
company went quickly to their stations. 
Efforts were made, without success, to 
lower some of the boats. One of them 
was broken in half and its occupants 
were thrown into the watér. 

‘Large numbers of the crew used life 
saving belts and waist coats, which 
proved effective in keeping them afloat. 
Three rafts were safely launched and 
with about fifty to seventy men on 
éach, got clear. Thotgh rafts with these 
large numbers of men got away, in one 
case out of over seventy men aboard 
only six survived. The survivors all re- 
port that the men gradually dropped 
off, even died aboard the rafts from ex- 
haustion and exposure to cold. Some 
of the crew must have perished in try- 
ing to land on the rocky coast after 
such a long exposure. Some died after
